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Continuation of 2. NOTE: The Applicant's proposed amendment introduces limitations absent from the previous version of the claims.

Continuation of 10. Other: Applicant amended Fig. 2 in response to an objection raised in the previous Office Action (Paper No. 5). 
However, Fig. 2 remains disapproved. Although the internal performance monitor 260 has been added to the transmitter TXN in optical 
communication element 112, the location of the added internal performance monitor 260 (upper left side of transmitter TXN ) does not 
appear to be located in the same position (lower right side) as the other internal performance monitors 260 in the other transmitters in 
optical communication element 112, Correction to place the added internal performance monitor 260 in transmitter TXN to the lower 
right side of transmitter TXN is encouraged. 
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
